turers and professional men are labori- 
ous and energetic, and oven the class 
that lives on its accumulated wealth 
contains u consider;*!'7••> sprinkling of 
serious and disinterested workers, we 
do not believe that there is tho smallest 
evidence of any greater danger in the 
life of the city than in tho life of the 
agricultural village or 
tho pustoral 


tribe. Indeed, wo should regard Olive 
Schreiner's picture of the. life of the 
modem Boers as indicating a condition 
of 1 filings' niore prolific of morbid ,ele- 
meuts, with its uluiont complete ab- 
sence oi' any stirring or active intelli- 
gence, than any kind of modern life 
that is honestly laborious at all, The 
Boer life is too Bloepy, too destitute oi 
stirring thought or effort, to be alto- 
gether natural. It needs at least tho old 
element of danger and necessary vigi- 
lance to render it even bracing."—Loii- 
don Spectator.

The European powers are said to be 


considering a scheme for the financial 
control of Turkey uuder European 
Ministers. Sir Edward Vincent, an 
Englishman, who is Governor of tbe 
Ottoman bank at Constantinople, hae 
been named forthe Minister of Finance, 
• Bastion officer will probably be Mm- 
liter of War and a Frenchman Minister 
Of tbe Interior. 


The scheme proposes to maintain tbe 


integrity of the Turkish Empire, bat 
does not necessarily pro-suppose tbe 
retention of the present Sultan. 


The Tnrk has been the eye sore of 


Europe for generations. Because of 
tbe jealousy of the Powers, each fear- 
ing the other might acquire too much 
political prominence if the empire was 
divided, tbt> Turk has been permitted 
to do very much as he pleases, and bis 
pleasure is to massacre the Christian 
subjects of his empire with or without 
cause or pretext. 
The Armenian 


massacres have been a subject of gen- 
eral comment for rears, and no where 
else on the 
globe would they be 


tolerated, except in the Turkish domin- 
ions. Villages have beou pillaged and 
men, women and children massacred, 
those who escaped tbe sword being 
kindly permitted to starve to death. 
All civilized countries have protested 
•gainst tbe outrages, but the Powers do 
nothing more than protest. 
With 


fleets in Turkish waters to enforce their 
mandates and end the savagery of tbe 
Mohammedans 
they confine them- 


selves 
to 
notes 
to tbe Porte, 


which 
only 
incito 
the fan- 


atics to perpetrate more butcheries, 
Tbe very nations wbluh do this protest- 
ing loan money to the Turkish Govern- 
ment to pay the murderers of the 
Armenians. 


Possibly tbe Powers have decided to 


assume the management of Turkish 
finances and to depose tbe Sultan 
Abdul Hamld, who is said to not only 
countenance, but to encourage the 
fanatical tribes of Asia Minor to ox- 
terminate witb fire and sword the last 
vestige of Christianity in his Asiatic 
dominions. If snob is the fact Turkish 
atrocities may cease, as without money 
troops cannot bo kept in tbe field to 
pillage the Armenian villages and 
massacre all who do not accept Islam- 
ism. 


WHY 
NOT THE M'KIN LEY BILL? 


President-elect McKinley must con- 


sider it personal disrespect to have so 
much said by the Republican leaders 
about the Dingley bill and so little 
about the McKinley bill. Mr. McKin- 
ley acquired national 
notoriety by 


reason of bis having been made chair- 
man of tbe Committee on Ways and 
Means by Speaker Reed. That circum- 
stance gave his name to the tariff bill 
of 1800. Mr. McKinley claimed that 
that bill made tbe country prosperous 
and that its repeal and the substitution 
of the Wilson bill, which became a law 
in 1894, has caused the great business 
depression. As the great panic of 1893 
occurred while the MoKinley Act was 
in force some people are disposed to 
question tbe statement of the Presi- 
dent-elect, but he may be right, never- 
theless. 
At any rate he has been 


elected President, and instead of pass- 
ing the Diugley bill, which is conceded 
to he a make-shift measure at best, 
Congress should restore tbe McKinley 
bill and insure tbe return of prosper- 
ity at once. It would be futile to pass 
such a bill at the short session of Con- 
great, aa Mr. Cleveland, while rejoicing 
over the election of Mr. McKinley. 
matt keep np tbe deception of not fully 
agreeing with that gentleman, and 
would therefore veto the McKinley 
bill. 


Bnt Mr. MoKinley should resent the 


insult of flaunting the Dingley bill in 
nil face, when the McKinley bill can 
by aa readily restored to the statutes, 
be convening Congress in extra session 
Immediately after bis inauguration for 
the express purpose of passing the Mc- 
Kinley bill. If that is all that is nec- 
essary to send that much talked of and 
anxiously looked for " wave of prosper- 
ity" bounding over the country, for 
the sake of Buffering humanity let us 
have it at tbe very earliest moment 
possible.

Tbe official returns from all tbe 


connttss in the State are'now received. 
The entire rote of the State for Presi- 
dential elector* waa 10,251, of which 
MoKinley received 1,937, Bryan and

The Flood Subsiding. 


SALEM, Or., November 19.—The Will- 


amette river reached a climax this 
morning at 29.2 feet and has been 
slowly falling since, to the relief of the 
people along the river. 
The temper- 


ature lowered this evening and it is 
pretty certain tbe high water has done 
its worst. Boats,'bowever, cannot pass 
under the bridges and trains are not 
yet on time. Salem is yet cot off from 
the overland train which crosses the 
river at Albany and makes Portland 
via the west side route, 
The overland 


takes tbe west side to avoid trans- 
ferring at the paper mills, forty miles 
north, where the track is still under 
water three feet. A man named Smith, 
who started to rescue two families and 
stock on the river eight miles north has 
not yet been beard from. The bridge 
being washed out made it impossible to 
get near the scene to-day. It is believed 
tbe families are safe, but probably 
Smith was drowned. An attempt to 
reach the water-bound families will be 
made to-morrow. 


The World's Sugar Crop. 


WASHINGTON, 
November 
19.—This 


year's raw sugar supply of tbe world 
surpasses that of 1895. The official 
statistics received at the Department of 
State from Consul-General Karel at St. 
Petersburg, show that the shortage 
which Russia suffered this year in the 
wheat and rice crop will be more than 
made up by tbe increased beet sugar 
production, and this, increase is com. 
mon to other European countries. 


The export from Cuba, tbe principal 


producer of cane sugar, is estimated at 
400,000 tons, but probably will not 
reach that amount. 


In tbe season bl 1895-96 Cuba fur- 


nished the world's market with 392,796 
tons; in 1894-95 with 754,402 tons, and 
in 1893-94 with 1,160,172 tons. 


Plague In India. 


TACOJIA, Wash., November 19.—The 


Oeylon papers, including September 
25th received here to-night via the 
Northern Pacific steamship Olympia, 
state that a serious outbreak of bu- 
bonic plague has occurred at Bombay, 
resulting in 800 deaths, mostly child- 
ren, Inside of three days.

EDITQB JOURNAL:—It is a well kaown. 


fact that the railroad corporations' of 
the United States exert a very corrupt 
influence in our,legislation and pol- 
itics, aud they cause no end of trouble 
a'jd litigation in the collection of taxes. 
Their agents will go before State and 
county boards of equalization and tes- 
tify that the roads are almost worth- 
less, while other agents will go before 
bondholders and money lenders and 
testify that the roade are good secur- 
ity for a debt of from $30,000 to $150,- 
000 por mile, and if a county assessor, 
for taxation, assesses the road at one- 
third or one-half of the minimum 
amount which they consider good se- 
curity for a loan,the railroads consider 
it an extortion and by expensive and 
long delayed litigation tho county and 
State are generally worsted and hum- 
bly accept whatever amount the cor- 
porations in their generosity will offer. 


With government 
ownership and 


operation of railroads we' would save 
all this corruption in politics and leg- 
islation which would more than offset 
the amount lost from taxes, while the 
amount saved to the people in fares 
and freights would furaiah them with 
many of the luxuries of life. The fol- 
lowing from the New Orleans Picayune 
shows how government ownership of 
railroads works in other countries: 


"In Australia you can ride a dis- 


tance of 1,000 miles across country for 
$8 50 first class, while workmen can 
ride six miles for two cents, thirty 
miles for ten cents, and railroad men 
receive frcm twenty-five to thirty per 
cent more wages for eight hours of 
labor thav they are paid in this coun- 
try for ten hours. In Victoria, whora 
these rates prevail, the net income 
from the roads is sufficient to pay all 
the federal taxes. 


"In Hungary, where the roads are 


State owned, you can ride six miles for 
oiia cent and since'-the roads were 
bought by the government the men's 
wages have doubled. Belgium tells 
the same story—fares and.freights cut 
down one-half nnd wages doubled. 
Yet the roads pay a yearly revenue to 
the government of 
$4,000,000. 
In 


Germany you can ride' four miles for 
one cent on tho government owned 
roads. Yet wages are over 125 per cent 
higher than when the corporations 
owned them and during t'ho last ten 
years the net profits have increased 
forty-one por cent. Last year the roads 
paid the German government a net 
protlt of $25,000,000. People who favor 
the government ownership of railroads 
claim that if our government owned 
the railroads we could KO from San 
Francisco tu Boston for $10. Here is 
tho proof: The" United States pays the 
railroads not quite $275 to transport 
a loaded postal cur from Boston to San 
Francisco. A passenger car will carry 
fifty passenyei'S, which nt $10 each, 
would be if.500, or a clear profit of $225 
per car, uud t.hic, t.no, after paying 5% 
per cent on watered stock, which is 
fully 100 por cent on tho cost of the 
road.
